W ashington, Nov. 16 (ZP)—Five 
hundred thousand jobs a week 
the task facing H arry L. Hop ­ 
kins, works p rogress adm inistra­ 
tor, today to reach his goal of 
having 3,500,000 relief recip ients 
a t work by Decem ber I.

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NEW STRATOSPHERE RECORD 
It is indeed difficu lt for the lay man to compre­ 
hend the ex traordinary feat of penetrating the 
stratosphere ov er 14 miles hig h and the data that 
is sou g ht on su ch a v entu re. The recent flig ht of 
Captain Albert W. Stev ens and Captain Orv al A. 
Anderson established a new mark for achiev e­ 
ment in the difficu lt art of stratosphere ascension 
and it is ex pected that new and v alu able infor­ 
mation will hav e been g arnered, althou g h this 
cannot be definitely known u ntil the instru ments 
they carried aloft hav e been ex amined and their 
finding s recorded. 
The new record of 74,187 feet is almost 12,000 
feet abov e the former official record. A Ru ssian 
balloon was u nofficially credited with reaching 
72,200 feet bu t the crew was killed in landing and 
all instru ments were destroy ed in the impact. 
The American record set by Anderson and Stev ­ 
ens tops all performances of the kind, official or 
otherwise. 
Only the most skillfu l maneu v ering and g reat­ 
est ability in this field of endeav or is capable of 
completing 
a 
su ccessfu l 
stratosphere 
flig ht.* 
Months of carefu l stu dy , training and prepara­ 
tion is requ ired with su bsequ ent day s of 'wait­ 
ing for the rig ht weather and mechanical condi­ 
tions. A former u nsu ccessfu l attem pt did not 
deter the intrepid balloonists. 
The ex plorers sealed themselv es in the metal 
g ondola and all instru ments were manipu lated 
from the inside, with ou tside contact. 
They 
stu died the cosmic ray and brou g ht back a sam­ 
ple of the stratospheric air to be analy zed. Mea­ 
su rement of the temperatu re and pressu re, 
stu dies of sky lig ht, ozone and su nlig ht, inv esti­ 
g ation of wind direction and v elocity , and elec­ 
trical condu ctiv ity were all a part of the activ ity 
of the men. 
One of the main objects in su ch a v entu re is 
to obtain pertinent information to g u ide those 
who are attempting to dev elop stratosphere fly ­ 
ing for practical pu rposes. It is maintained that 
fu tu re airlanes will lead throu g h the stratosphere 
hig h abov e the earth where little or no resis­ 
tance is encou ntered, and now u nobtainable 
speeds may be attained with ease and safety . 
Other reasons for su ch a v entu re into the strat­ 
osphere are for scientific pu rposes which ex pe- 
diate stu dies that will affect many different 
phases of life and science.

Resettlement administra t i o n 
officials said the Indiana farmer 
is to be rehabilitated u nder close 
su perv ision of both the gov ern­ 
ment and the cou nty agents, to 
insu re max imu m efficiency in 
improv ements, and the greatest 
possible retu rn.

With the Italian Army at Ma- 
kale, Ethiopia, Nov . 16 (ZP)—The 
Italian high command on the 
northern front believ ed today it 
had the answer to the q u estion, 
where is the wary Ras Sey ou m? 
The elu siv e Ethiopian leader, 
former gov ernor of Italian-oc­ 
cu pied Tigre prov ince, officers 
said, was probably the chieftain 
who was bombarded with sev eral 
hu ndred of his men near Antalo, 
half way between Makale and 
I Amba Alaji, 30 miles to the sou th. 
; 
Aerial scou ts sighted a great 
I red tent su rrou nded by hu ndreds 
of smaller ones at the Antalo 
encampment, they said after re­ 
tu rning from the assau lt, and 
officers promptly ex pressed be­ 
lief the big tent belonged to the 
long-hu nted Ras Sey ou m. 
Apparently Emperor Haile Se­ 
lassie’s principal aide in the 
north q u it his Tembien mou n­ 
tain hideou t with the intention 
of joining the forces concentrat­ 
ed near Amba Alaji, officers said. 
Most of the Ethiopians were 
believ ed to hav e fled the bom­ 
bardment safely . 
General Emilio de Bono, com­ 
mander-in-chief of the Italian 
forces in East Africa, ex tended 
his stay in Makale to make a 
fu rther inspection of the front 
line after trav elling nearly ten 
miles sou th by mu le and stu dy ­ 
ing the rou te to Amba Alaji.
